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Prosecutor wants Fannin deal nixed 

Statements indicate Johnson woman was present during one murder, motion says

PAINTSVILLE — The commonwealth’s 
attorney's office filed a motion Tuesday to set 
aside the plea agreement involving Amanda 
Fannin, whose statement was supposedly ben- 



eficial in the recovery of the bodies of Larry 
and Sandra Blanton, resulting in murder charg- 
es against her boyfriend and the couple’s son, 
William Blanton. 

The motion, scheduled to be brought before 
Johnson Circuit Court Judge John David Pres- 
ton on May 17, also asks for an evidentiary 



hearing to determine whether Fannin violated 
the terms of the plea agreement. 

“Specifically, the Commonwealth alleges 
that pursuant to the plea agreement, Fannin 
was to provide a statement concerning her 
knowledge of the murder of Farry and Sandra 
Blanton. That as a condition precedent to that 



agreement she represented that she had no 
involvement in the murder of the couple, was 
not at the scene of the murder and only became 
aware of the murder after the fact,” the motion 
says. “Further Fannin agreed to give a state -

Floyd 
child porn 
case goes 
to GJ

DANA - A Floyd County physi- 
cian who was arrested April 30 on a 
child pornography charge entered a 
not-guilty plea at his arraignment 
May 1 and was in court Monday for 
a preliminary hearing. 

Dr. Bret A. Dunning, 50, of 
Dana, is charged with one count of 
possession of matter portraying sex 
performance of a minor. 

During his preliminary hearing, 
the investigating officer, Kentucky 
State Police Det. Jason Merlo told 
the court that he had viewed an 
image that showed a young girl 
approximately 4 to 5 years of age 
that was completely nude and had 
her legs spread. 

“Our investigation showed 
approximately 176 images and vid- 
eos associated with the IP address,” 
Merlo said during testimony. 

Assistant Floyd County Attorney 
Tyler Green said that the judge 
determined at the preliminary hear- 
ing that there is probable cause and 
referred the case to the grand jury. 

“The grand jury will determine 
when they review the evidence 
whether additional charges are war- 
ranted,” Green said. “The Kentucky 
State Police has all the computer 
hardware and software, and the elec- 
tronic crime division is going to 
investigate to see if they can retrieve 
information as to the origin of the

Report: Tourism spending up 
in Big Sandy region, state

FRANKFORT — Tourism spending increased in 
counties in the Big Sandy region in 2012, according 
to the state’s annual survey of the tourism industry. 

Total tourism expenditures in the 15 -county Ken- 
tucky Appalachians Region, which includes Faw- 
rence, Johnson, Floyd, Martin and Magoffin coun- 
ties, were $604,715,099 in 2012, compared to 
$574,824,239, the survey shows. 

Direct expenditures in the region totaled 



$384,678,816, compared to $365,664,274, accord- 
ing to the survey. 

Fawrence County’s total tourism expenditures in 
2012 were $21,447,664, compared to $18,708,847 
in 20 1 1 , and its direct expenditures were $ 1 3 ,643 ,552 , 
compared to $ 1 1 ,90 1 ,302 in 20 1 1 . 

In Johnson County, expenditures totaled 
$43,777,677 in 2012, compared to $42,585,290 in 
2011, and its direct expenditures were $27,848,395, 
compared to $27,089,879 in 2011.

Sluss 
to appeal 
Facebook 
ruling

INEZ — After reviewing evi- 
dence and hearing testimony at an 
evidentiary hearing regarding Face- 
book friendships between two jurors 
and the mother of a murder victim, 
Martin Circuit Court Judge John 
David Preston denied a new trial for 
Ross Brandon Sluss, who was con- 
victed in the 2010 head-on collision 
that killed 10-year-old Destiny 
Brewer and injured three others. 

The Kentucky Supreme Court 
ordered the hearing in September 
2012 to determine whether two 
jurors answered questions truthfully 
concerning Facebook issues, with 
both jurors being questioned on the 
witness stand. 

Sluss ’s attorney, Jerry Patton 
filed a notice of appeal April 16, fol- 
lowing Preston’s decision on March 
18. Patton says in the notice that 
“Sluss takes this appeal directly to 
the Kentucky Supreme Court.” 

“The opinion of the Kentucky 
Supreme Court Reversing and 
Remanding rendered Sept. 20, 2012, 
directs in the conclusion that if the 
Trial Court does not make such a 
determination (granting a new tri- 
al),” Patton’s notice says, “then it 
shall make findings of fact in sup- 
port of this conclusion in its order 
which shall be appealable by the

Company implements economic development initiative

FRANKFORT — American 
Electric Power says it has contracted 
with InSite Consulting to help local 
economic development authorities 
help themselves and their communi- 
ties to enhance economic develop- 
ment and business in its service area 
of Floyd, Johnson, Knott, Fawrence, 
Fetcher, Magoffin, Martin and Pike 
counties. 

Since early this year, InSite has 
been working with representatives 
of the Southeast Kentucky Chamber 
of Commerce and local business, 
community, civic and government 
leaders to develop a cohesive, 



regional approach to enhancing 
development, according to an AEP 
press release. The cohesive approach 
also involves the Big Sandy Area 
Development District, the Kentucky 
River Area Development District 
and the FIVCO Area Development 
District. 

A meeting was held in Fawrence 
County in February with local offi- 
cials, business leaders as well as 
representatives of AEP and InSite. 

Fawrence County Judge-Execu- 
tive John Osborne said he took 
InSite representative Tonya Crist out 
and showed interesting sites in the 
county, such as the cabins, the horse- 
riding stables, the lake, the golf 
course, the park and the amphithe- 
ater. 



“She wanted to know abut some 
of the larger properties that were 
available in the county and about 
water and sewage, shops, schools, 
medical facilities, etc.,” Osborne 
said in February. “I guess they are 
grouping us with eight or nine coun- 
ties and what they want us to do is to 
put together a package so that when 
they try to show people what we 
have, it’s right there and they can 
match the company up to the county 
that offers what they are looking 
for.” 

One objective of Kentucky Pow- 
er, InSite and others is to create a 
“successful regional economic

Floyd County’s total tour- 
ism expenditures in 2012 
were $70,216,640, compared 
to $65,439,552 in 2011, while 
its direct expenditures were 
$44,667,074, compared to 
$41,628,214 in 2011. 

Total expenditures in Mar- 
tin County in 2012 were 
$6,569,121, compared to 
$6,145,108 in 2011, and its 
direct expenditures were 
$4,178,830, compared to 
$3,909,102 in 2011. 

Total expenditures totaled 
$6,181,931 in Magoffin 
County in 2012, compared to 
$5,724,010 in 2011, while its 
direct expenditures were 
$3,932,526, compared to 
$3,641,228 in 2011. 

Tourism is one of Ken- 
tucky’s top industries, with an 
annual economic impact in 
2012 of more than $12.2 bil- 
lion, an increase of 4.4 per- 
cent from 2011, the survey 



shows. 

The annual survey also 
showed that tourism was 
responsible for 174,006 jobs 
in Kentucky in 2012, an 
increase of 4,078 jobs from 
the previous year. These jobs 
generated more than $2.7 bil- 
lion in wages for Kentucky 
workers, an increase of $117 
million from 2011. 

Tourism and travel indus- 
try employment in the Ken- 
tucky Appalachians Region 
totaled 6,073 in 2012; it was 
6,005 in 2011. 

Tourism generated $1,227 
billion in tax revenues for 
local and state governments in 
2012, an increase from $1 .223 
billion in 2011. 

“The Kentucky tourism 
industry continues to do well, 
which is good news for all of 
us,” Gov. Steve Beshear said 
in a press release. “These fig- 
ures illustrate the importance 
of tourism in Kentucky as 
well as in communities big 



and small across the common- 
wealth.” 

The release of the figures 
coincides with National Trav- 
el and Tourism Week, cele- 
brated May 4-12 this year. 

“This is great news for our 
tourism industry in Kentucky 
and follows the announce- 
ment earlier this year that the 
water level at Lake Cumber- 
land is going up - which 
should help tourism in that 
region,” said Tourism, Arts 
and Heritage Secretary Man- 
cheta Sparrow. “We want to 
build on these successes and 
keep adding more attractions 
and jobs for Kentuckians.”

pornography and whether it 
has been trafficked, which is 
much worse. It depicts chil- 
dren.” 

Green said he spoke with 
Merlo after the court appear- 
ance and was told that the 
case will be presented as soon 
as possible. 

“He has no criminal histo- 
ry in the state of Kentucky, 
not even a speeding ticket, but 
you’d be surprised to know in 
cases like this they usually 
don’t have a history,” Green 
said. 

Dunning was released on 
a $25,000 cash bond, with 
conditions that includes a 
requirement that he stay 1 ,000 
feet from any school, daycare 
or place where there are under 
age children. He is not 
allowed to possess any com- 
puter or electronics device, 
and is on strict home confine- 
ment. 

During his court appear- 
ance Monday, the judge 
denied requests by his attor- 



ney, Steve Owens of Pikev- 
ille, for a bond reduction and 
kept Dunning on the same 
restrictions for home confine- 
ment. 

“He can’t leave his house,” 
Green said. “He will remain 
on home confinement until he 
is indicted, and then the judge 
will make the decision on 
what will be done at that 
time.” 

Dunning has temporarily 
closed his office, Dunning 
Medical Clinic, which is 
located on the same street as 
the Learning Ladder Acade- 
my Preschool. 

Dunning was charged after 
Kentucky State Police Post 9 
detectives executed a search 
warrant at his residence, at 
which time computers and 
other associated equipment 
were seized and has been sent 
to the state lab for testing. 

The search warrant was 
obtained as a result of an 
online investigation by Post 9 
detectives. 

According to an online 
search, the Kentucky Board

ment to the Johnson County 
Sheriff’s Department without 
making any materially false 
statements or withholding 
material information, during 
this statement she again restat- 
ed that she was not involved in 
any way in the murder, wasn’t 
present at the murder or had 
any part in the disposal of the 
bodies. 

“On April 8 , the Common- 
wealth first became aware of 
statements made by Fannin to 
four other individuals that 
contradict the statements giv- 
en to the Johnson County 
Sheriff’s Department. These 
statements include alleged 
statements made by Fannin 
which would indicate that she 
helped in the disposal of the 
bodies, clean up of the murder 
scene, and was present during 
the murder of at least Sandra 
Blanton.” 

Notice of the motion was 
also provided to William 
Blanton’s attorney, because if 
the motion is granted, the 
commonwealth could poten- 
tially seek the death penalty 
against him. The death penalty 
was initially taken off the table 
in the plea deal with Fannin. 

Larry and Sandra Blanton 
were reported missing the first 
week of September 2012, and 
William Blanton along with 
Fannin were both considered 
persons of interest in the case. 

Fannin apparently helped 
authorities in the investiga- 
tion. Fannin, who was indicted 
last year on charges of flagrant 
non- support and promoting 
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of Medical License lists no 
actions taken against Dun- 
ning. 

Dunning, according to the 
Web site, is an active physi- 
cian, practicing family medi- 
cine in a private practice and 
has been licensed since March 
20, 2008, after graduating 
from the Pikeville College 
School of Osteopathic Medi- 
cine in 2005. 

Following his arrest, Dun- 
ning was taken into custody 
and transported to the Floyd 
County Detention Center. 
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contraband, entered a plea 
agreement with the common- 
wealth’s attorney’s office in 
exchange for her cooperation 
in the investigation, according 
to court documents. 

Fannin agreed to provide 
information in exchange for 
the commonwealth’s dismissal 
with prejudice of the charges 
against her. There was also an 
agreement to not prosecute her 
for any crimes that she may 
have committed after she 
learned of the deaths of Larry 
and Sandra Blanton, and to not 
prosecute her for any charges 
of which the KSP, Johnson 
County Sheriff’s Office, 
Paintsville Police Department 
and Operation UNITE cur- 
rently have open investiga- 
tions pending, which at the 
time of the agreement was 
none. 

The commonwealth also 
agreed to not seek criminal 
flagrant non- support charges 
against her for any child sup- 
port arrearage owed through 
Lawrence County, according 
to the plea deal. The common- 
wealth also agreed and recom- 
mended to the court for the 
modification of the conditions 
of her release so that she may 
be placed in a 180-day reha- 
bilitation program, such as 
Karen’s Place in Louisa, and 
she will be responsible for 
securing funding for her reha- 
bilitation placement through 
operation UNITE or other 
funding sources and if she has 
previously or is granted visita-

development organization by 
completing a client readiness 
assessment and gap analysis 
for each county; establish and 
execute an economic develop- 
ment model; and create a 
‘blueprint’ outlining the 
region’s economic develop- 
ment strengths, including a 
comprehensive inventory of 
available, developmental sites 
within the region,” the release 
said. 

“Economic development 
does not just happen on its 
own,” Kentucky Power exter- 
nal affairs manager Brad Hall 
said. “It takes a concerted 
effort of all involved to suc- 
cessfully market an area to 
those looking to site new busi- 
ness and industry. An area or 
a region needs to be prepared 
when companies call with sit- 
ing proposals. Economic 
development is a competitive 
business, if a region does not 
have a plan to facilitate eco- 
nomic development or prompt 
answers to the questions that 
potential enterprises seek, 
then those companies move 
on to the areas or regions that 
do, and opportunity is lost.”

The overall goal of the initia- 
tive is to develop and institute 
a regional organizational 
structure that is active, func- 
tional and successful in foster- 
ing economic development, 
increasing jobs and stimulat- 
ing investments in Eastern 
Kentucky. 

InSite and Kentucky Pow- 
er have met in nearly all of the 
counties involved with the ini- 
tiative and is working to wrap 
up its organizational and 
assessment meetings. After- 
ward, those involved will 
examine strengths and weak- 
nesses, identify opportunities 
and develop a framework for 
regional economic develop- 
ment.

I’m 
convinced it will result in 
landing development opportu- 
nities that we might otherwise 
have missed if we weren’t 
acting in concert to improve 
economic development.”

appellant.” 

Preston said in his order 
that “after reviewing the evi- 
dence and having heard testi- 
mony of all the witnesses and 
reviewing documentation 
obtained from Facebook, the 
Court does not conclude that 
sufficient grounds existed at 
the time of the trial that would 
call for either juror to be 
struck as a juror.” 

“That being the case, the 
court does not grant a new 



trial in this case,” Preston said 
in the order. 

The first juror testified at 
the hearing that she had a 
Facebook account at the time 
of the trial and that she 
“friended” April Brewer, 
mother of the victim, two or 
three months after the trial and 
that there had been no further 
communication. 

The second juror also 
denied being friends with 
Brewer and said she was more 
involved in reading books 
than communicating on the 
Internet. She said she had oth- 



ers living in the household 
who used the computer. 

The Supreme Court issued 
the opinion after Sluss filed an 
appeal of his conviction in 
which he originally raised 16 
issues and concluded that the 
trial court erred in not giving 
full consideration to Sluss’ 
claim of juror misconduct, 
“which is founded on a ques- 
tion of first impression alleg- 
ing that jurors may have lied 
during voir dire and juror bias 
through the use of social 
media websites, namely Face- 
book.” 
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Mollett is Head Start 
Parent of the Year 



INEZ — Until last year, 
Lisa Mollett always worked 
outside the home. 

“I have a teaching degree 
and taught school for eight 
years, and I worked in advertis- 
ing for 15 years,” says Mollett, 
49, of Inez. “I had to quit work- 
ing due to an illness and, from 
February to August, I was 
home.” 

According to Mollett, she 
had trouble transitioning to life 
as a stay-at-home mom. “I was 
feeling like I had lost my iden- 
tity,” she says. “Suddenly, I was 
nowhere.” 

When her now 4-year-old 
daughter, Shawna, started 
attending Head Start at Eden 
Elementary School last August, 
it gave Mollett the opportunity 



to volunteer in the classroom. 

“I found a very welcoming 
community in Head Start,” 
Mollett notes. “It’s provided me 
with a place to go and to use my 
acquired skills - business and 
teaching - in a positive way to 
influence the future.” 

When Big Sandy Area Com- 
munity Action Program’s 
(BSACAP) Head Start Program 
asked parents to write a letter 
explaining, “What Head Start 
Has Done For Me,” Mollett 
detailed her experiences. Her 
fellow Martin County Head 
Start parents selected her letter 
as the county winner. An inde- 
pendent committee then 
reviewed the winning letters 
from BSACAP’s seven Head 
Start Programs and chose Mol-

lett as the Head Start Parent of 
the Year, based on the content 
of the letter as well as the 
amount of time she has donated 
to the program in the form of 
volunteer hours and attendance 
at parent meetings. 

A grateful Mollett says, 
“Head Start is a fabulous pro- 
gram.” 

Indeed, she credits Head 
Start with helping improve 
Shawna’s socialization skills. 

“She’s the baby of the fam- 
ily and has had developmental 
problems from infancy,” Mol- 
lett adds. “She’s adopted and 
was born addicted to narcotics. 
At 7 months, she couldn’t turn 
over. We were warned she 
would never walk or talk. We 
refused to accept that. We treat- 
ed her no differently than the 
other children.” 

In an effort to help cultivate 
Shawna’s development and 
learning, Mollett and her hus- 
band, John, who have six other 
children ranging in age from 8 
to 31, enrolled her in First 
Steps, a statewide program that 
provides services to chil- 
dren with developmental dis- 
abilities from birth to age 3. 
After those services ended, 
Shawna started working with a 
speech therapist. 

Mollett says Head Start, 
combined with these programs, 
has fostered Shawna’s progress. 

“Shawna can count to 70,” 
Mollett says. “She recognizes 
letters and sounds out words. 
Now, when I read to her, she 
wants to read the book because 
she can recognize words. 

“In her last evaluation, she 
had passed her peers. Her prog- 
ress has been amazing.” 

Mollett also acknowledges 
Head Start with helping Shaw- 
na in other ways. 

“She wasn’t much for shar- 
ing and it has provided an 



insight into that,” she explains. 

In addition to her classroom 
volunteering, Mollett serves as 
secretary of BSACAP’s Head 
Start Policy Council and sits on 
the school’s policy committee 
and parent council. 

Away from the classroom, 
Mollett teaches Sunday school 
and leads the church’s drama 
department. 

“I write, produce and direct 
plays,” she said. “I don’t turn 
my mind off much.” 

Delsie Fletcher, Eden Ele- 
mentary Head Start family ser- 
vice worker, agrees. 

“Back in the fall, she 
arranged for all the children to 
get tickets to see the ‘The Ugly 
Duckling’ at the Mountain Arts 
Center,” recalls Fletcher. “She 
also partnered with businesses 
and agencies to get them toys 
for Christmas. 

“She’s a wonderful guardian 
to these children.”

FRANKFORT - The Cabi- 
net for Health and Family Ser- 
vices (CHFS) and the Kentucky 
Department of Insurance (DOI) 
have scheduled forums for 
health care providers in each of 
the eight Medicaid regions dur- 
ing May and June. 

The forums will be attended 
by senior officials from CHFS, 
including Cabinet Secretary 
Audrey Tayse Haynes, Medic- 
aid Commissioner Lawrence 
Kissner, Public Health Com- 
missioner Dr. Stephanie May- 
field Gibson and Dr. Allen 
Brenzel of the Department for 
Behavioral Health, and Brian 
Staples, DOI ombudsman. 

“It is of vital importance 
that we continue to open the 
lines of communication with 
the provider community, and 
that is why I have directed the 



cabinet to increase education 
about our Medicaid managed 
care efforts,” Gov. Steve Bes- 
hear said. “Managed care is an 
approach that will ultimately 
move the health needle in the 
right direction for Kentucky, 
and we must ensure everyone is 
working together toward that 
goal.” 

The forums are designed to 
allow medical providers to meet 
face-to-face with representa- 
tives of the managed care orga- 
nizations (MCOs) and DOI to 
discuss concerns about proper 
billing, the appeals processes 
and any specific regional issues, 
in addition to a general conver- 
sation about how to improve the 
overall system of health care 
delivery in Kentucky. 

“We look forward to travel- 
ing around the state to engage 



in these important conversa- 
tions with our health care pro- 
viders,” said Haynes. “Man- 
aged care is the right approach 
for Kentucky, but we know that 
we can continue to improve the 
system to make it work better 
for everyone involved from 
providers to Medicaid recipi- 
ents.” 

The sessions will follow the 
same agenda, beginning with a 
9-11:30 a.m. provider informa- 
tion general session with cabi- 
net officials and concluding 
with a 1-3:30 p.m. session on 
provider billing with the MCOs 
in each region. The forum for 
Region 8 is set for today 
(Wednesday) at the Wilkinson- 
Stumbo Convention Center at 
Jenny Wiley State Resort Park 
in Prestonsburg.
